The regional library currently 
provides a variety of services to 
public and school libraries 
throughout central Alberta in¬ 
cluding resource sharing, inter- 
library loans, access to special 
collections (such as large print 
and foreign language books) and 
bulk purchasing and processing 
of library material. Additionally, 
as new technology becomes more 
integral to effectual library serv¬ 
ice, Parkland Regional Library is 
prepared to provide technical sup¬ 
port and training. 

Restructuring of services will 
include basic redesign of services, 
governance and fee structure. 

The necessity for restructur¬ 
ing is directly related to Alberta 
Education's decision to remove 
taxing authority from school 
boards, leaving the boards with 
no means of accessing the neces¬ 
sary funds to continue paying 
membership fees to Parkland 
Regional Library and similar or¬ 
ganizations throughout the prov¬ 
ince.

and we've encouraged them to 
contact the local library board 
and town council and so on," Law 
said. "But I believe for Didsbury 
and that whole area, there are so 
many concerns about the politi¬ 
cal issues and we need to resolve 
them." 

Law said the resolution of the 
most workable structure and 
funding arrangement should be 
left to those who use, and who are 
affected by, library service 
choices, options and implemen¬ 
tation. 

”1 guess what we're saying is, 
we don't have the solutions," Law 
said. "The solution lies in the 
hands of the people who make up 
the regional library, and, in a 
sense it's up to them." 

Law will be directly involved 
in the path selected by users and 
patrons. 

"The specific role I've been as¬ 
signed for next year is to facili¬ 
tate the process." 

"But we don't have an answer 
and we don't have any assump¬ 
tions or expectations about the 
future. We're really going at it as 
if we're starting a brand new re¬ 
gional library. We hope it comes 
with an overlap so that we just 
slide from one into the other."

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Snow removal budget depleted

“To date we’re $12,000 over 
I budget |; that means it has to 
come out of contingency,” 
Didsbury CAO Evan Parliament 
reported when approached last 
week about snow removal costs to 
the town. 

Didsbury is not alone. Alberta 
has been hit hard with heavy 
snowfall in storms that have 
drained public works budgets of 
many municipalities including 
Red Deer and Calgary. 

An excerpt from a press re¬ 
lease issued by the City of Calgary 
on November 14 advised, “To 
keep costs down and stay within 
budget, the City of Calgary does 
not sand or plow residential 
streets and lanes except for school 
zones, playground zones, hills, 
curves and slippery intersec¬ 
tions... Downtown streets and 
other major traffic routes such as 


Deerfoot Trail and Glenmore Trail 
are plowed or sanded first. Once 
these roads are cleared, bus routes 
and other major roads [will be] 
cleared.” 

City of Red Deer Road Super¬ 
intendent, Ed Svederus, said an 
additional $200,000 was granted 
through a special council order to 
basically open the streets for traf¬ 
fic after the mid-November snow 
fall. 

Red Deer public works desk 
clerks fielded over 400 telephone 
calls on November 15 alone. 

“I hired six additional graders, 
with ours, that gave us 10 grad¬ 
ers,” Svederus said. “I had four 
snow plow trucks out. I had three 
sanders out, and I hired to big 
loaders to do all the lanes. By 
Saturday night we had things rela¬ 
tively under control.”

ing streets to be plowed in Red 
Deer, and windrow plowing to 
prevent driveway entrance block¬ 
age, but to speed the process this 
policy was omitted. “Emergency 
routes, we do clean those up,” 
Svederus reported. “What we did 
was we plowed the snow both 
ways [in residential areas], six 
feet from the curb and if cars were 
there we went in alignment with 
the cars and plowed them right 
in- we didn’t open any driveways 
or anything- we just opened the 
streets up.” 

Svederus, who has been with 
Red Deer Public Works for 22 
years, said last year and this year 
counted among “the worst” re¬ 
garding snow removal mass he’s 
dealt with over the years. 

“I felt we were doing as much 
as we possibly could- there was 
nothing more we could really do,” 
Svederus said. “I put it to them-

The October report from the 
Animal Control officer advised 
that all animals impounded dur¬ 
ing the month had been either 
reclaimed or placed with new 
owners. 


‘Have you got any suggestions or 
ideas on what we could do or how 
we should do it?’ I heard, ‘You’re 
doing all the rich people first and 
all the councillors streets first.’ 
We had one guy go so far as to 
phone city call to find out the 
addresses of all the councillors. 
The guys on the plows don’t even 
know where the mayor lives.” 

Wes Yeoman, Didsbury’s En¬ 
gineering and Operational Serv¬ 
ices director said positive response 
to local snow removal efforts out¬ 
weighed the negative here in 
Didsbury, and that fewer snow 
removal-related calls were logged 
to the town office and shop on the 
second dump of snow than the 
first. 

“The problem with snow re¬ 
moval is that it’s an intangible 
thing,” remarked Didsbury CAO, 
Evan Parliament. “You move it, 
it costs a fortune, and then it melts. 
At the end of the day, you look 
around and say, ‘Where did all 
our money go?’” 

Budgeting for snow removal 
means dealing with unknown a 
year in advance. 

“Each municipality budgets an 
amount for snow removal with a 
contingency allowance at the bot¬ 
tom,” Parliament said. “The con¬ 
tingency allowance is now paying 


for the over-expenditure. If that 
gets to zero, you’re in a deficit, 
that’s illegal, so you just shut it 
down. In our case we are still 
spending money out of the con¬ 
tingency allowance. Every hour 
we spend on snow removal is now 
over budget. We hired a lot of 
contractors. When you hire con¬ 
tractors it runs anywhere from 
$250 to $350 an hour. It adds up 
when you do ten or eleven hour 
days. We concentrated on the pri¬ 
ority routes and the downtown 
core. It was an extraordinarily 
heavy snowfall, not expected in 
these areas. Last year was bad- 
this year is even worse and we’re 
only in November.” 

The Town of Didsbury’s fiscal 
year runs from January to De¬ 
cember. 

Parliament commended the 
County of Mountain View for their 
assistance over the past few weeks. 
As they left from the county shop 
and returned after clearing 
county roads, county plows 
dropped their blades on perim¬ 
eter and entrance roads, clearing 
snow as they went. 

“The County of Mountain View 
has graciously assisted us with 
[grading along] the north bypass 
road and 15th Avenue. It was 
greatly appreciated.”

I found a news release (issued 
by Federal Health Minister 
David Dingwall and Justice Min- 
ister Allan Rock) which described 
their plan to save the youth of 
Canada from the evils of nico¬ 
tine kind of funny. 

The intent was noble. 

And there's nothing funny 
about diseases or conditions trig¬ 
gered by smoking. 

But the "carefully tailored 
. .new legislation” released by the 
Federal Government last Thursday was just plain goofy. 

If this is someone's idea of'careftilly tailored", perhaps it's 
time for a new tailor. 

The first thing these ‘protectors of Canada’s youth’ plan 
want to do is jack up the price of smokes by increasing the 
federal excise tax by 70 cents in Ontario, Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. 

I'm not entirely convinced that tagging kids with an extra 
70 cents a pack carries enough clout to convince under-aged 
smokers to butt out, but I think I can safely assume the 
Federal government will rake in a lot of extra income with 
this ploy. 

There's nothing wrong with raking in money. Canada 
needs to rake in money. It just makes me smile to watch 
government types stage a phony $50 million floor show,

complete with wings and halos when a more appropriate prop 
might be a savings account pass card. 

The goal seems to have shifted from "save our kids" to "earn 
some extra cash in your spare time". 

The second item spells out the strong measures the govern¬ 
ment plans to implement to ensure that the tax increase does 
not trigger "a resumption of cigarette smuggling.” 

Well, that's okay with me. If we’re going to frown on the 
health aspect of our failure to curtail the smoking of cigarettes 
by young Canadians, we should also discourage the inherent 
risks of running bootleg booty across provincial lines. 

The final item addressed in this comedy script dealt with the 
part of this new government plan covering enforcement and 
education. Education amalgamating input from kids Ls planned. 

Do you see anything wrong with this picture? 

After the grain marketing debacle, why would the govern¬ 
ment go through the expense and sham of culling comments 
from the very youths they're trying to help.

All in all, this is one impressive (or at least expensive- and 
vast amounts of cash are alwaysimpressive) program. I’msure 


in no time at all there won’t be a teenager anywhere in 
Canada lighting up as a direct result of your brilliant 
scheme. 

But if for some unfathomable reason this dazzling strat¬ 
egy has basically no effect at all, you might at least make 
some cash on the deal, right? 

I’m all for taxing the max on cigarette sales. Jack it up 
another 70 cents- our deficit isn’t getting any smaller. 

But if you by chance find another $50 million just laying 
around, here’s a suggestion: Buy shares in cigarette lighter 
companies and start manufacturing “new improved mod¬ 
els” (simply eliminate that ridiculous kid proof feature). I 
promise you- your deficit woes will soon be a thing of the 
past.

Helping natives

The media is treating the new 
Royal Commission report on native 
self-government like a bombshell. 
It's not and the federal Liberals, to 
their credit, have reacted coolly to 
the Commission's $50 million plus 
3,557-page proposal. 

A special aboriginal parliament, 
two new government departments, 
subsidies for job creation, housing 
and economic development, und bil¬ 
lions more money. This is old news. 
Much of this has been tried before 
and found wanting. 

The report recommends empow¬ 
ering natives, but it ignores the big¬ 
gest roadblock they face. Aborigi¬ 
nals have no property rights, at least 
not in the sense that the rest of 
Canadians enjoy them. 

Natives who wish to prosper, at 
least those who avoid the easy path 
of government jobs, can't win unless 
they leave the reserves. Where they 
start with nothing. 

Land and housing on reserves 
belong to the tribe. If a band chief or 
council decides to evict a family, they 
can give them 24 hours notice to 
vacate. Those shunned in this way 
have no legal recourse. 

Even if it did, no tender would 
touch you. The Indian Act forbids 
non-natives from seizing property of 
any sort on a reserve. Because lend¬ 


ers can't touch assets, they are not 
accepted as collateral. Shut out from 
making their lives more productive 
by building a capital base, tribes 
instead hold their hands out to the 
government, for seed money. 

In the past, most of that money 
has disappeared into a deep hole. 
Federal auditors have found finan¬ 
cial mismanagement, sloppy ac¬ 
counting, fraud and corruption on 
many Prairie reserves. Anyone fa¬ 
miliar with Indian culture knows 
that these things are not part of 
nativecustom. They happen because 
band officials have too much power, 
for which they are not accountable. 

Band elections resemble the 
democratic rodomontade common 
to third-world dictatorships. High 
levels of personal violence on re¬ 
serves transfer themselves to the 
electoral process. Which family has 
the most people or the most effective 
gang to enforce its domain ends up 
in perpetual rule. Some chiefs don't 
even bother to hold elections any 
more, assertingtheir right to control 
with dubious claims about "heredi¬ 
tary custom". 

Now, into this cesspool, the Royal 
Commission asks Canadians to 
throw another $5 billion. This will 
not improve the living conditions of 
ordinary natives one whit.

Taxpayers money up 
in smoke

Whether you smoke like a 
chimney or turn green just look¬ 
ing at a cigarette, you're going 
to be very interested in the lat¬ 
est tobacco legislation coming 
out of Ottawa. That’s because 
its contents will hit smokers 
and non-smokers alike right 
where it hurts — in the pocket- 
book. 

Although the new anti-to¬ 
bacco bill has yet to be released, 
leaks out of tbe federal govern¬ 
ment indicate that Canadians 
will end up paying dearly for 
the interventionist policies of 
Health Minister David 
Dingwall. The Minister plans 
on blowing smoke in the face of 
taxpayers in at least three dif¬ 
ferent ways 

First, Dingwall wants to butt- 
out smoking by raising taxes on 
tobacco. The idea is that by rais¬ 
ing taxes, and thus prices, fewer 
people will be able to afford to 
smoke and will therefore be 
forced to quit. "Hurrah!” says 
the anti-tobacco lobby, "make 
those smokers pay!" But it's not 
just the smokers that'll be pick¬ 
ing up the tab. Non-smokers 
will be looking at a general tax 
increase to make up for lost to¬ 
bacco tax revenues as high 
prices drive cigarettes into the 


black market. Apparently, Mr. 
Dingwall was living under an 
ashtray back in 1994 when the 
federal government was forced 
to lower tobacco taxes as a re¬ 
sult of rampant smuggling. The 
point is that when tobacco taxes 
are raised, everyone pays, not 
just those who enjoy breathing 
in toxic substances. 

Second, Ottawa, under the 
impression that we are all just a 
bunch of ignorant rubes, plans 
to ban tobacco advertising at 
arts and sports events. Mr. 
Dingwall evidently believes 
that the display of a tobacco 
company logo at the local 
hockey game will drive people 
to run from the rink in a cold 
sweat, frothing from the 
mouth in search of the near¬ 
est cigarette vendor. As insult¬ 
ing to Canadians' intelligence 
as an ad ban might be, the 
financial implications are even 
more objectionable. Imposing 
an advertising ban could re¬ 
sult in the downsizing or elimi¬ 
nation of a number of privately 
sponsored events. That brings 
with it a loss of jobs, economic 
growth and tax revenue. More 
directly, taxpayer dollars will 
once again be wasted fighting 
a losing battle with the to¬ 
bacco companies over their 
right to freedom of expression. 
The last time government law¬ 
yers tried to place a gag on to¬ 
bacco advertising the Supreme 


Court ruled the law unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Finally, the Health Minister 
plans to replace at least part of 
the private funding with public 
funding. Mr. Dingwall will be 
funnelling taxpayers dollars to 
jazz festivals, tennis tourna¬ 
ments and the like, to replace 
the private money now financ¬ 
ing these affairs. Instead of con¬ 
sumers deciding what events 
should be supported, federal 
politicians will be picking and 
choosing where to best distrib¬ 
ute the pork. Taxpayers can ex¬ 
pect to fork out upwards of $60 
million for this new spending 
initiative — the amount spent 
on sponsorship by Canada’s 
three tobacco companies last 
year. 

You've really got to wonder 
what the Health Minister's 
been smoking. Raising taxes 
simply drives the tobacco trade 
underground (failing to reduce 
the incidence of smoking), 
bans on advertising are a vio¬ 
lation of the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms, and substitut¬ 
ing public funds for the pri¬ 
vate financing of cultural and 
sporting events is economi¬ 
cally inefficient and an open 
invitation for pork-barrel 
spending. Mr. Dingwall, tax¬ 
payers would be much better 
off if you dumped your pro¬ 
posal in the ash-can of his¬ 
tory.

No better time to express concerns 


[ Dear Editor-. 

On November 27 families of resi¬ 
dents in long term care at the 
| Didsbury heath unit gathered to be 
I informed of changes taking place in 

long term care. All family members 
present applauded the good care 
given by staff and the professional 
work done in the midst of recent 
changes and cutbacks in the health 
care system. 

We were informed that 20 long 
term care beds were being closed 
and that Unit One, part of the new¬ 
est section of the hospital, will be 
converted into alternative housing. 
The alternative housing is being set 
up as a completely "user-pay" system 
to house those who do not qualify for 
a lodge due to the need for greater 
care while not qualifying for long 
term care. 

Most participants in the meeting 
supported the concept of allowing 
individuals more choice to remain at 
home as long as possible with in¬ 
creased home care assistance. Most 
also affirmed the need for alterna¬ 
tive housing and knew of situations 
where family members or others 
could have benefited from the op¬ 
portunities proposed in an alterna¬ 


tive care setting. 

However, I raised some issues of 
concern that were shared by many 
and ought to be of concern to people 
of our community. 

Firstly, there has always been 
and presently is a waiting list for 
long term care. With the reduction 
of 20 long term care beds, there will 
be longer waiting periods for beds 
and increased demands on families 
and caregivers within the commu¬ 
nity. The demands and pressures 
presently put upon families of de¬ 
pendent adults cannot be overstated. 
Families in the community who find 
themselves in need oflong-term care 
for a loved one in the future may find 
the wait for a bed an even greater 
burden. 

A second concern for the commu¬ 
nity is the "user-pay" alternative 
housing planned for a section of the 
hospital that was originally built to 
serve all residents of the community 
regardless of financial ability. Indi¬ 
viduals who require alternative hous¬ 
ing ought to be served regardless of 
ability to pay. One can imagine a 
scenario where an individual is de¬ 
nied long term care due to the 
reduction in beds, denied a place in a

We ought to keep our agreements, 
whether they involve land claims or 
previously signed treaties. Presently, 
status Indians each get the grand 
sum of five bucks, a year, from the 
government. The rest of the cash, 
and the new money the Commission 
wants us to spend, gets churned 
through the dead hand of native 
bureaucracies. Hardly any of it 
reaches individuals and families di¬ 
rectly. 

That's where the Commission 
could have broken new ground. Pro¬ 
vide funding in direct transfer pay¬ 
ments to individuals. If the brand 
councils want to provide commu¬ 
nity services, let them do it through 
regular tools of taxation. Let fami¬ 
lies own their own land and dwell¬ 
ings. If they're not satisfied with the 
behavior of local authorities, they 
can at least leave with some assets, 
instead of landing on municipal wel¬ 
fare rolls, as half the migrants now 


do. 

"Self-government" has been the 
stated political goal of native leaders 
for years, and the Department of 
Indian Affairs now seeks to shed 
itself of the mantle of bureaucratic 
paternalism. That's great. But the 
precise reason why aboriginals have 
failed to compete successfully in the 
economic mainstream is that they 
are treated differently from other 
Canadians. 

Dual systems of government that 
exist side by side, distinguished from 
each other by ethnic background, 
used to be called "apartheid. " It didn't 
work in South Africa, and it doesn't 
work here. 

Full equality before the law is the 
answer. Until it’s implemented, for¬ 
get another spending spree.

lodge due to the need for some care 
and given the choice of paying the 
estimated $1200for alternative hous¬ 
ing or coping at home. It would seem 
reasonable to expect Alberta Health 
Care coverage for those in alterna¬ 
tive housing as in long term care. 

The presentation ofNovember 27 
made it clear that the government 
has decided that our Regional Health 
Authority has too many long term 
care beds and that the closure of 20 
beds in Didsbury alongwith theopen- 
ing of a "user-pay" alternative hous¬ 
ing unity is the result of continued 
budget cuts. I am disappointed that 
no RHA members chose to be present 
to address this proposal or to hear 
how their proposal affects the lives of 
people in this community. It is also 
most unfortunate that our commu¬ 
nity was not consulted on these 
changes but simply informed of the 
coming changes. 

Residents in long term care, will 
eventually cope with the adjustments 
if this proposal goes through. This 
will be due to the excellent care of

This recipe calls for yeast, 
but there’s no kneading involved - just rising time. 

Coffee Bread in a Tin 

1 pkg. dry yeast 1 tsp. salt 

1/2 c. warm water 2 Tbsp. canola oil 

1/4 tsp. ginger 2 Tbsp. sugar 

1 Tbsp. sugar 4-4 1/2 c. flour 

375 mL evaporated milk 

1. Combine the yeast, warm water, ginger, and 1 Tbsp. sugar in 
a large bowl. Let stand for 15 min. 

2. In a large measuring cup, combine the evaporated milk, salt, 
canola oil, and 2 Tbsp. of sugar. Stir until sugar is dissolved and 
then add to the first mixture. 

3. Stir in the flour - adjust as needed. 

4. Prep. 3 tins with canola spray, divide dough into three por¬ 
tions and place into the tins. 

5. Cover dough with the plastic lids of the tins. 

6. Let stand until the lids pop - about 1 - 1 1/2 hours. 

7. Bake right away in a 350F. oven (without the lids!) for 45 
min.

The Way of Life

Ever hear of a contest prize 
where a person has just five min¬ 
utes to run through a store and 
fill a cart with anything in the 
store? Imagine spending precious 
time on penny candy or party 
favors. It sounds crazy to waste 
time on trinkets when much more 
valuable things could be gathered 
in your allotted time. Yet how 
many of us chase after things of 
little or no eternal value in our 
alloted and brief time here on 
earth? 

One of my pastors said that my 
wife and I are throwbacks to the 
1940s. I appreciate what he means 
as a compliment, but I imagine 
that human nature has not 
changed terribly much since the 
1940s. We have merely 
repackaged the responses to mar¬ 
riage, family, and societal pres¬ 
sures. The condition of the heart 
remains as selfish as ever. More 
than once, we have been told that 
our family is "outdated." 

We are outdated because our 
marriage grows and flourishes 
despite our getting married at the 
ageof 19. (The divorce rate among 
couples who get married before 
age 20 is around 80 per cent.) 

The position of the husband 
and wife in a God-centered mar¬ 


riage has been distorted and is 
considered an antiquated notion 
because it is not understood in its 
proper context. Even we Chris¬ 
tians have allowed our models of 
leadership to be just about any¬ 
one but Jesus Christ, who is the 
Head of the Church. 

We are outdated because in 
most other families, both parents 
work outside the home. Of course, 
in some families, both parents 
don't even live at home! Many try 
to fill the parental void with tech¬ 
nology and fast food. Others lower 
the standards of a quality family 
life, redefining what is normal 
and what is outdated. 

We are outdated because our 
family, with four children, is now 
considered large. Some parents 
even live in fear of their own chil¬ 
dren. They have no idea what it is 
like to be part of a family where

each member is loved and loving 
toward one another, where chil¬ 
dren are taught that love is the 
essential ingredient whereby a 
family prospers.
